London, Aug., 17.—An official note 
Issued by tile w ar office in Paris con­ 
firms the* report of a battle at Din- 
ant, Holmium. 
It says: 
“A division of German calvary sup­ 
ported by some batallions of infantry 
attacked Dinant. 
Tilt* French cavalry 
repel. i*d Hie Kerman troops, who re­ 
tired in disorder. 
“The French troops captured some 
hundreds <»f German cavalry horses, 
which Were immediately sent to the 
rear to serve as remounts for the 
French cavalry. 
Tile high spirits of 
the French troops greatly encouraged 
the Medians.”

Reuter’s correspondent in Ttrussels 
telegraphs that the French Legation 
there confirms the report of a victory 
by the French at Dinut. 
He says the 
German troops appeared in force with 
several quick firing guns and attack­ 
ed tile French position. 
A brisk fight 
ensued In the course of which the 
French artillery decimated the Ger­ 
man troops. 
At the end of the fight 
lug tin* French occupied both banks of 
the river. 
Repulse* fail to Check Germans 
Dc jtoc the rbpMiUthl repulses which 
they* lf afro suffered, tho German bat* 
falloff.^continuo to move forward for 
a decisive encounter which cannot be 
delayed much longer. While there has 
been a lull in tile fighting in northern 
Belgium, the invadors are sweeping 
along the valley of the Meuse, south 
of Namur, and have reached Dinant, 
where part of the strong French force 
which Is established behind that town 
took the offensive arid defeated them. 
The Incident shows that the French 
crossed lite Belgian frontier to join 
hands with their allies not a moment 
too b o o d.

Cream of Vegetable Soup. — Wash. 
I>eel and cut up two carrots, two po ta 
toes uud two white turnips Into one- 
half inch dice, with one fourth nead 
of cabbage and some celery leaves. 
Boll Iii a pint and a half of water until 
soft; then mash through a strainer 
with the liquor. Make a white sauce 
by creaming together a tablespoonful 
each of butter and flour and adding a 
cupful of milk and seasoning to taste 
Add the strained vegetable liquor grad 
ually to tills; let It boil and serve. 
A Savory Pastry. 
Baked Chicken Pie.—Take two cup 
fills of cut potatoes, a small onion cut 
up, a tablespoonful of chopine! pars 
ley, a dash of pepper and salt to 
taste. 
Put the potatoes and onion on 
In a quart of chicken stink and boil 
twenty minutes; then add the cold 
boiled chicken and boil ten minutes; 
add the salt. lapper, parsley and one 
tableajtoonful flour mixed with a little 
cold water: boll thr**e minutes. Line 
bake pan w ith crust, put in the chicken 
and potatoes, cover with crust, brush 
with a little cold milk and bake thirty 
five minutes or until light brown. 
Scalloped Onions.— Peel and cut tip 
onions and sim m er in Just enough 
Water to cover them, adding a bit of 
soda. Drain them. sui lug Hie water for 
soup, and place the onions in a deep 
baking dish which bos been well but­ 
tered. Fill the dish with a thick white 
sauce and cover with breadcrumbs 
Bake until a golden brown. 


W hipped C ream Dressing. 
Plum Hock.—Simmer a quart of ripe 
plums and one cupful each of sugar 
and water. When the fruit is tender 
remove the stones, drain off the simp 
and put the pulp into a bowl. Return 
the sirup to the saucepan and when 
boiling dissolve in it one half ounce of 
geL'itln which has been soften***! In one- 
half cupful of cold water, Stir until 
the gelatin Is thoroughly dissolved; 
then add the plum pulp, one-half cup­ 
ful of blanched almonds, coarsely chop­ 
ped, and. lf not sweet enough, a little 
more sugar. Mix ail well together and 
pour the m ixture Into a square mold 
When quite cold and firm and ready 
to serve cut It carefully into neat 
blocks, pile them irregularly around 
the sides of a glass dish and fill up the 
center with whipped sweetened cream.
